FACTS ABOUT THE UNIVERSITY 


LOCATION 


Gainesville is located in north-central Florida, about equi-distant— 
60 miles—from the Atlantic Ocean and the Gulf of Mexico. It is 72 
miles southwest of Jacksonville, 120 miles northwest of Orlando and 
150 miles southeast of Tallahassee, capital of Florida. 


HISTORICAL STATEMENT 


In 1853 the foundation work of the present Uni- 
versity of Florida was laid in Ocala when a small 
private school, East Florida Independent Institute, 
was opened. Florida Agricultural College was estab- 
lished at Lake City in 1883, and by 1905 six colleges 
were at least in part state supported. With the 
passage of the Buckman Act in 1905, the University 
of Florida was established at Gainesville. There have 
been five presidents: Dr. Andrew Sledd (1905-09), 
Dr, Albert A. Murphree (1909-28), Dr. John J. Tigert 
(1928-47), Dr. J. Hillis Miller (1947-53), and Dr. J. 
Wayne Reitz (1955- ). 


COLLEGES 


The University’s colleges are: University, Agriculture, Architec- 
ture and Fine Arts, Arts and Sciences, Business Administration, 
Education, Engineering, Law, Medicine, Health Realted Service, 
Nursing, Pharmacy, Physical Education and Health. Schools are: 
Forestry, Graduate, Journalism and Communications, and the School 
of Inter-American Studies. 


PHYSICAL PLANT 


Important buildings completed since World War II include the 
Class-room-Administration Building, the Gymnasium-Auditorium, two 
units of the Engineering and Industries Building, the Student Service 
Center, eight dormitories, additions to the Law Building, the College

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BOB WOODRUFF 


Athletic Director and Head Coach 


Easy-mannered Bob Woodruff, native Georgian and graduate of 
the Bob Neyland School of Football, marches into his ninth season 
as guiding hand of the Fighting Gator football team. 

Over the past eight seasons he has turned the one-time docile 
Gator into a formidable force which opponents know they must 
reckon with Saturday after Saturday each fall. 

The rough-tough Southeastern Conference has found Florida often 
in the running for the championship and its members know they have 
a game on their hands when they now meet a team aptly known as 
“Fighting” Gators. 

Last season’s record of six wins, two defeats and a tie was the 
finest, percentage-wise, of any Florida team since 1929. Over the 
nee as span of Woodruff years, Florida has won 42, lost 34 and 
tied four. 


Early Days 


Born in Athens, Georgia, on March 14, 1916, Coach Woodruff’s 
family soon moved to Cuthbert in that state, where they lived until 
he was 16 years old. He played on Cuthbert High’s first fooball 
team, and then on moving to Savannah played three years for Sa- 
vannah High School. 

Those close to Coach Woodruff know him as a person who makes 
no hasty decisions, thinking things through to a careful conclusion. 
His teams are well disciplined and his associates are deeply loyal, a 
trait reflected from the coach himself. 

Following his graduation from the University of Tennessee in 
1939, when he received an engineering degree, Woodruff joined the 
Vols staff as assistant coach, a position he held during the 1939 and 
1940 seasons. 

Entering the Army in 1941, Woodruff rose to the rank of Major 
before being discharged in 1946. During that period of service, he 
was an assistant coach in 1944 and 1945 at West Point, helping 
Coach Earl (Red) Blaik guide the Black Knights of the Hudson to 
national collegiate gridiron championships. 

The following season he was line coach at Georgia Tech, before 
becoming head coach at Baylor University in the spring of 1947. 


A Head Coach 


Never before in his college playing or coaching career had Wood- 
ruff been associated with anything but a nationally ranked team. 
When he arrived at Baylor he was confronted with the task—and 
this on his first head coaching assignment—of lifting a floundering 
Bear squad up by its bootstraps into a position of prominence in a 
tough league, the Southwest Conference.

He might have spoken slowly, but he moved fast. The Bears 
started that first season by claiming four quick victories in a row, 
including a startling upset over Arkansas. A powerful Texas team 
broke the string, and Baylor went on to a respectable five-five season. 
The following season Baylor enjoyed a 6-3-2 record, including a Delta 
Bowl victory (20-7) over Wake Forest, and then Woodruff really 
brought the Bears into prominence when he guided them to eight 
wins and two losses. 

At Florida where he became Head Coach and Director of Athletics 
in 1950, Woodruff found many of the problems which had existed at 
Baylor. The Gators were an ideal ‘““Homecoming Opponent” for 
others in the Southeastern Conference. In three seasons the Gators 
won 17, lost 13 and were victors in the Gator Bowl, defeating Tulsa, 
14-13. This was the first Bowl invitation ever received by a Florida 
team in nearly 50 years of football. The Gators had come of age. 

Another high point in Woodruff’s coaching days at Florida came 
in 1954 when the Gators had a record of five wins and two defeats 
against Southeastern Conference opponents. This gave them a tie 
for third place in the league, highest ranking achieved by the Gators 
since formation of the SEC in 1933. The ’56 eleven won six, lost 
three and tied one, also good for a third place finish in the SEC; the 
’57 squad finished in a tie for third with six wins, two losses and a 
tie, overall. 


Coach and Mrs. Woodruff (Margaret) have three sons, Scooty, 14, 
Mark. 5, and Joe, nearly two.

COACH HOBART HOOSER 


Hobart (Hobe) Hooser was born at Haley, 
Tennessee, and was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee with a Bachelor of Science 
degree in Education in 1928. He later earned a 
Master of Arts degree from Peabody (1942). As 
a player with the Tennessee Vols (1925-6-7), the 
team won 22, lost 2 and tied 2. He was head 
coach at Johnson City for two years, then guided 
Lake City for eleven years, his teams winning 738, 
losing 30 and tieing 7. He returned to the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee as line coach under Coach John Barnhill in 1942, 
the year the Vols defeated Tulsa in the Sugar Bowl. After three 
years in the Navy, including service in the Pacific, Hooser became 
football line coach and head track coach at the University of Arkan- 
sas for the seasons of 1946-47-48-49. The Razorbacks were the 
Southwest Conference title winners and tied LSU in the Cotton 
Bowl that first season. In 1947 they defeated William and Mary 
in the Dixie Bowl. Since joining the Florida staff in 1950, Coach 
Hooser has produced consistently strong defensive lines. In helping 
guide the 1952 Gators to their victory in the Gator Bowl, Coach 
Hooser then had been a coach on four bowl teams. He is married to 
the former Gertrude Morgan of Richard City, Tennessee. 


COACH JOHN MAUER 


John Mauer was born in Aurora, IIl., and is a 
graduate of the University of Illinois. Receiving 
a physical education degree in 1926, he also won 
the Big Ten Medal for scholarship and athletics. 
For the Illini he played football (a teammate 
of Red Grange), and basketball. He captained 
the 1925 basketball team and was All-Big Ten 
forward the next season. He served one year 
as coach at Batavia High before becoming head 
basketball and assistant football coach at Ken- 
tucky from 1927-30. His Wildeat basketball teams won 40 and 
lost 14. The next eight years found him as head basketball coach 
and football end coach at Miami (Ohio) University. He became head 
basketball and assistant football coach at Tennessee in 1938. Serving 
until 1947, his basketball Vols won 128 games and lost 42, while the 
football team went twice each to the Rose, Orange and Sugar Bowls. 
During that period the basketball team won SEC championship in 1941 
and 1948, and were tournament finalists in 1989 and 1945. Again Mauer 
was basketball coach and assistant football coach, this time for West 
Point from 1947 until 1951 when he joined the Florida Gators. Coach 
and Mrs. Mauer (Grace) have two sons—Jack, 30, a graduate of West 
Point, is serving in the infantry, and Ronnie, 24, is a student at the 
University of Florida. 
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COACH HARVEY ROBINSON 


Harvey Robinson was born in Jupiter, N. C., 
on March 28, 1909, and at an early age moved 
with his family to Weaverville, N. C. He at- 
tended high school there, but took part in his 
first football game while attending Weaver (Jun- 
ior) College. After junior college he enrolled 
at the University of Tennessee in 1929, graduat- 
ing in 1938. He played tailback for the Vols 
during his undergraduate days. Robinson’s first 
coaching experience came at Ducktown (Tenn.) . 
High School for two years, before assuming the position of football 
coach at Central High in Knoxville, where he served from 1935 through 
1941. He went into the Army in 1941, taking part in its physical 
reconditioning program. Following the war, he returned to Tennessee 
as assistant coach in 1946. Robinson became head offensive coach 
and assistant athletic director of the Vols in 1950, and then served 
as head coach in 1953 and 1954. He joined the Florida coaching staff 
as assistant coach in 1955 and became head backfield coach in the 
spring of 1956. 


COACH HANK FOLDBERG 


Hank Foldberg was born at Dallas, Texas. He 
attended Sunset High School in Dallas, and en- 
tered Texas A & M for two years, lettering in 
football, under Coach Homer Norton, and in bas- 
ketball, under Coach Marty Karow, his sophomore 
year. He entered the Armed Services to spend 
six months basic training and unit training at 
Camp Maxey, Texas, three months at ASTP 
at East Texas State Teachers College, and three 
months at West Point Preparatory School at 
Cornell University. Foldberg entered the U. 8. Military Academy 
at West Point in 1944 and was graduated in July, 1948. He played 
both offensive and defensive end and was selected on practically 
everyone’s All-America team in 1945 and 1946. He also won two 
letters each in basketball and Lacross while at Army. He was 
named to the All-America second team in Lacross in 1947. Coach 
Foldberg played professional football with the Brooklyn Dodgers in 
1948 and the Chicago Hornets in 1949. He joined the Purdue Uni- 
versity coaching staff for the 1950 season and was end coach at 
Texas A & M during 1951. His brother, Dan, was captain of the 
Army football team in 1950 and made the All-America team that 
year. Coach and Mrs. Foldberg, the former Margaret Smith of Knox- 
ville, Tennessee, have two children, Elaine, nine, and Henry, seven. 
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COACH DAVE FULLER 


Dave Fuller was born at Wake Forst, N. C., 
and received a degree in education from Wake 
Forest in 1940. He played three years of foot- 
ball, three years of basketball, and three years 
of baseball for Wake Forest. He coached al] 
three sports at Hertford (N. C.) High School 
before entering the Navy for a four-year tour of 
duty. Coach Fuller earned a Master of Educa- 
tion degree from the University of North Carolina 
before joining the University of Florida staff in 
September, 1946. In addition to assistant backfield coach in football, 
a position he was promoted to this past spring after having served 
as freshman coach, Fuller is also head baseball coach. His 1952 and 
1956 diamond team were Southeastern Conference champions. Coach 
and Mrs. Fuller (Patricia) have four children, Dave, 12, Pat, 11, 
Len, 9, and John, 7. 


COACH JOHN EIBNER 


John Eibner, a native of the Blue Grass Coun- 
try, was born at Elyria, Kentucky, but spent 
most of his boyhood at Mt. Sterling, the place 
he now calls home. A graduate of the University 
of Kentucky, where he majored in history and 
political science, Eibner was twice an All-South- 
eastern Conference tackle for the Wildcats, win- 
ning these honors in 1938 and 1989. He managed 
to play two years of professional football for 
; the Philadelphia Eagles in 1941 and 1942, before 
entering the Navy. He served three years, including a tour of duty 
in the South Pacific and Far East aboard destroyers. In 1946 Coach 
Kibner returned to the Eagles, and then the following year coached 
football, basketball and baseball at Prestonburg, Ky., High School. 
Kibner was line coach at the University of Miami in 1948 and 1949. 
He joined the Florida staff in February, 1950. In addition to serving

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COACH MAC CARA 


Mac Cara was born in Bellaire, Ohio, and was 
graduated from Bellaire High School, where he 
lettered in football, basketball and track. He 
attended North Carolina State College in 19338 
and was graduated in 1987. He played football 
under Coach Hartley (Hunk) Anderson and was 
captain of the team in 1936. Coach Cara was 
an end, selected for the All-South, All-Conference 
and All-State teams his junior and senior years, 
and was named All-America his senior year. 
He played professional ball for the Pittsburgh Steelers in 1937 and 
1938, before beginning his coaching career at Powhatan, Ohio, in 
1939. He coached the Stubenville, (Ohio) Central team trom 1940 
through 1947. During those nine years his teams lost only 13 foot- 
ball games, and three of the teams were undefeated. In 1948 he 
joined the staff of Georgetown University (Washington, D. C.) where 
he helped install the T-formation. Cara was head freshman football 
and basketball coach. He went to Mississippi State in February, 
1949 as varsity end coach under Slick Morton, for three years, and 
yemained on the staff with Murray Warmath. He joined the Uni- 
versity of Florida coaching staff in March, 1954, and now serves as 
offensive backfield coach. Coach and Mrs. Cara (Virginia) have two 
children, Patricia, 9, and Mike, 6. 


COACH EARL SCARBOROUGH 


A native of Jacksonville, Coach Scarborough 
is a graduate of Andrew Jackson High School, 
where he played football, basketball, baseball and 
track. He then attended the University of Flor- 
ida and as a member of the Gators’ football team 
played halfback, quarterback and wingback on 
teams from 1944 through 1947. During this 
period he earned a bachelor’s degree in educa- 
tion, graduating with the Class of °48. Scar- 
borough then took over the duties of athletic 
director and head coach of Umatilla High School, which posts he held 
for seven years. He then returned to the University of Florida to 
study for a master’s degree in physical education which he received 
in 1956. During the period of his graduate studies Scarborough 
served as a member of the Florida coaching staff as a graduate 
assistant. He was named to full-time duty in 1957. Earl and Mrs. 
Scarborough, the former Virginia Urquhart of Eustis, have a daugh- 
ter, 8, and three sons, ages 7, 3, and 1. 
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COACH DICK JONES 


Richard (Dick) Jones was born in Atlanta, 
Georgia, and attended Boys’ High through the 
eleventh grade, making the all-state football 
team. He attended Gordon Military College at 
Barnesville, Ga., his senior year, graduating 
in 1936. He attended the University of Georgia 
for three years and then went into business for 
himself. In 1941 he was assistant coach at Boys’ 
High. He was head freshman coach at Georgia 
Tech in 1948 and moved to the varsity staff the 
next year. Coach Jones joined the University of Florida staff in 
September of 1951. He and Mrs. Jones (Irene) have two children, 
Dickie, 17, who is a freshman fullback on the Florida squad this 
year, and Andrea, 11. 


COACH JIM POWELL 


Jim Powell joined the Florida coaching staff 
as freshman coach during the past summer. A 
former All-American and All-Southeastern Con- 
ference end at the University of Tennessee, he 
comes to Florida from Miami Edison High School, 
where he led the Red Raiders to an undefeated 
season and the state championship in 1957. 
Powell enrolled at Tennessee in 1942 and played 
on the varsity as a freshman. From 1943 to 
1946 he served in the Air Force, flying B-25’s, 
and played football for Amarilla, Texas, and Maxwell Field Air Bases. 
He returned to Tennessee and played football from 1946 through 
1948, serving as captain his senior year. He led the nation in pass 
receiving in 1948 and still holds the record (ten) for the number of 
individual receptions in one game. His first coaching job was in 
1949 at Sullivan High School, Kingsport, Tenn., and in 1950 he joined 
the staff of his former high school coach, Ed Parnell, as end coach 
at Edison. He was named Edison head coach in 1956. Powell is 
married and has one daughter, age 13.

Of the returnees, nine are 1957 starters although Right End Jim 
Steffen was moved to tailback in spring practice to become a top 
player at this vital spot. 

On the debit side, however, it must be noted that eight of the 
senior lettermen, including seven possible starters this fall, are 
eligible for only five consecutive games by conference ruling. These 
include Center Dick Butler and Dennis Dressel, Left Tackle Jim 
Dawson, Quarterback Steve Gertsman, Right Tackle Bill Leeka, 
Tailback Don Long, Left End Dick Wallen and Left Guard Clint 
Whitfield. Wallen was consensus All-American in 1957 and Leeka

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FERGIE FERGUSON AWARD 


The Forest K. (Fergie) Ferguson Award is given in memory of 
one of Florida’s finest athletes, one of the great all-time ends to 
wear the uniform of the Fighting Gators. The Award is made an- 
nually in the form of a beautiful trophy, which remains in the 
permanent possession of the University of Florida, and is given to 
the football player selected as the Gators’ most valuable senior each 
year, The winning player is announced at the annual spring banquet, 
and he is then invited to return to the campus to receive the award 
at the following Homecoming. 


First to win the award was Malcolm Hammack, outstanding full- 
back on the 1954 eleven. Others were Center Steve DeLaTorre of 
the 1955 squad, and Larry Wesley, tackle on the 1956 team. 


Recipient for the 1958 presentation at the Homecoming game 
against Vanderbilt, Oct. 18, is to be All-Southeastern Conference 
Halfback Jim Rountree. 


Idea for the Award was conceived by John Piombo, teammate and 
friend of Ferguson, and Dick Stratton, former Florida athlete and 
admirer of Ferguson. These two Jacksonville residents donated the 
original Ferguson trophy, which is displayed at all times in the 
Division of Intercollegiate Athletics trophy case. 


About Fergie Ferguson 


Fergie came to Florida in the fall of 1938 after having been a 
star end for the Stuart (Fla.) High School. He became a starting 
end for the Gators as a sophomore, and from that time wrote several 
records into the books. He caught 43 passes in the 1939-40-41 seasons, 
a career record that stands today. His record for the most yards 
gained on passes caught—-668 for 3 seasons—still stands, and a record 
for the longest TD pass caught, 74 yards against Miami in 1941 
remained on the books until 1954. Fergie was also a track and box- 
ing star, and his javelin throw of 208 feet, 6% inches, which won 
him a National AAU championship in 1942, is still the best throw 
ever made by a Florida athlete. 


Fergie became a second lieutenant in the U. S. Army, and was 
severely wounded in the Normandy landing of 1944. He so distin- 
guished himself that he was awarded the nation’s second highest 
medal for gallantry in action. He died of war wounds ten years 
after the landing.

The University of Florida “Gator Band” is deemed one of the 
finest in America today. Its gridiron spectacles are an essential part 
of Gatorland football festivities, and its year-round musical activities 
are an important part of University community life. 


Harold B. Bachman. the distinguished Director of the University 
of Florida Bands during the past decade, retired as Band Director 
at the beginning of the school year. 


Reid Poole, former Assistant Director of Bands, is Acting Director 
of the 130-piece Gator Marching Band, the University of Florida 
Symphonic Band, the combined Army and Air Force ROTC Band, 
and the Gator Variety Band. Mr. Poole plans and produces the 
gridiron shows and writes many of the special musical arrangements 
featured by the band. 


Richard Dewey of Pompano Beach and Robert Gunn of Miami 
are the Drum Majors who direct the band on the field. Beverly 
Stalnaker is Director of the Baton Twirling Corps and feature solo 
baton twirler. Band personne] includes 104 musicians in the march- 
ing “square” of the band, a baton twirling corps of 16, 3 flag bearers, 
a bass drum crew of 3, and a number of extras and supernumeraries. 
Delbert Sterrett is the announcer for the band. 


Elected student officers of the band are Student Manager, David 
Zickafoose of Trenton; Assistant Manager, Ray Wilcox of St. Peters- 
burg; Secretary. Amelia Macy of Coral Gables; and Publicity Mana- 
ger, Leslie Smith of Sanford. 


The Gator Band spends four 80-minute sessions each week in 
musical rehearsals and outdoor drills getting ready for the Saturday 
football shows. 


The Gator Band basic uniform is two-toned blue trimmed in 
orange. Coats are of royal blue, trousers in a complementary French 
blue. The overall orange trim is highlighted by an orange satin 
cape and topped off by the orange plume on the cap. The drum 
majors are attired in dazzling white uniforms, trimmed in orange 
and blue.

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FLORIDA FIELD PRESS BOX 


We firmly believe that if you have elected to cover the Gator 
games at Florida Field this year you will enjoy some of the finest 
press box facilities in the country. 


The Florida Field Press Box was honored by the Football Writers 
Association of America with its Press Box Merit Award for outstand- 
ing facilities in 1955, and its personnel honored in 1957 by the Asso- 
ciation with the Press Box Service Award for its exceptional service 
to sportswriters. 


The diagrams on the opposite page afford a quick picture of just 
what’s there. Four decks, starting at the bottom and going to the top 
(by elevator) (1) Photo Darkroom and Western Union, (2) Radio and 
Photographers, (3) Press and (4) Photo. Here they are in detail: 


PRESS DECK: There are 48 seats on the front row and 47 on the 
back row. Each reporter has 84 inches of desk space and an adjust- 
able, swivel chair that is bolted to the floor. Every seat has ‘perfect 
vision—there are no uprights between any seat and the field and people 
walking along the front row are below the vision of folks on the back 
row. ‘There are no windows on the press deck. A public address sys- 
tem operated exclusively for the press box gives all official informa- 
tion, including statistics on individual plays. There is a snack counter 
at one end of the press deck and ample toilet facilities at the other. 


RADIO DECK: There are five ample-sized, acoustically tiled radio 
booths with glass windows that may be opened or closed, depending 
upon the desire of each announcer. The front row of each radio 
pooth will seat four people very comfortably and five in a slight pinch. 
The back row seats three and is adapted for engineering equipment. 
Each radio booth may receive the press box PA announcements via 
headphones. There are two other booths, one for visiting coaches 
and one for the stadium public address system. Flanking the radio 
booths are large open-front decks for use by still, movie or television 
photographers. There are toilet facilities on the radio deck. 


PHOTOGRAPHY DECK: This is a large open-front area at the 
very top of the press box. It has ample table space both in front 
of the cameraman and behind him. This deck also includes the Flor- 
ida coaches booth and the stadium manager’s booth. 


WESTERN UNION and PHOTO DARKROOM DECK: This is the 
first floor of the press box and the first elevator stop coming up from 
ground level. The entire Western Union operation is carried out in 
a large room that provides every needed facility for transmitting 
copy. Messages are sent by pneumatic chute from the press deck to 
the Western Union room. This, of course, eliminates the necessity 
of having bulky and noisy page printers in the actual working press 
section. (When you have a message ready for sending, you merely 
hold it over your head, yell “Copy Boy” and one swoops down on it.) 
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This deck also includes newly added photographic darkrooms for 
photographers who wish to process film at tie Geodiuin and telephoto 
room from which they may send pictures to the papers. While the 
places to do this work are a part of the press box, we are unable to 
furnish such equipment as enlargers, wire-photo sending sets, ete 
ee we vere Pe brought by the cameramen.

FLORIDA HOMECOMING 


All year long the people of Flor- 
ida talk about Homecoming at the 
University of Florida. Homecoming 
means two days of continuous ac- 
tivity, highlighed by the double-fea- 
ture attractions—Friday night’s Gator 
Growl and the Saturday afternoon 
football game. Both draw capacity 
crowds of 41,000. 


The game this year is with a fellow 
member of the Southeastern Confer- 
ence, Vanderbilt, on Oct. 18. 

Among other outstanding events 
are a parade of giant proportions, 
banquets, swim shows, alumni re- 
unions, fraternity and sorority doings, 
and a Legislative Barbecue. 


Back in 1906 the students decided 
to stage a “Dad’s Day.” Homecom- 
ing was the natural outgrowth of 
“Dad’s Day” and in late years it has 
become almost traditional for each one to surpass the last one. 


Gator Growl, an all-student variety extravaganza that draws a 
packed house to Florida Field Stadium _ on the eve of the football 
game, came into the picture back in 1924. About 7,000 Dads and 
Grads gathered in the old gymnasium the night before the game to 
drum up the necessary enthusiasm to help the Gators defeat Drake 
University the next day, 10 to 0. 

From that spontaneous gathering in 1924 has grown what is very 
likely the largest, most colorful and noisiest pep rally on the college 
sports scene today. A student committee of Florida Blue Key works 
a year ahead to set the theme. Fraternities and sororities plan their 
parts months in advance and spend months preparing interior and 
exterior house decorations, parade floats and skits for Gator Growl. 
No admission is charged for Gator Growl or other sidelights. 


Almost everyone who comes to a Florida Homecoming finds him- 
self torn between more desires than a kid at Coney Island. There is 
something going on every minute and all too often, for the visitors, 
colorful events overlap to make the choices more than a little difficult. 


Sports editors and writers assigned to cover the Florida- Vanderbilt 
football game on October 18 will be primarily interested in the 
football game, but those who want to be in on the unforgettable 
side-show attraction will be one of that huge, happy, fun-loving crowd 
of folks at Florida Field Stadium Friday night for Gator Growl, a 
brilliant evening’s entertainment in anybody’s book.

“MILLER RECALLS CHRISTENING 
OF UF TEAMS AS ‘ALLIGATORS’ 


“A Jacksonville lawyer ‘christened’ the University of Florida’s 
football team 41 years ago when he gave a pennant-designing firm 
in Charlottesville, Va., the suggestion of ‘The Alligators.’ 

_ “Austin Miller, who has practiced law here since shortly after 
his graduation from the University of Virginia in 1910, yesterday 
recalled the circumstances surrounding the choice of a name for 
Florida University’s athletic teams. It happened in the fall of 1907, 
a year after the University at Gainesville had fielded its first team. 
“Miller, a native of Gainesville, was enrolled in the University 
of Virginia at the time and was visited by his father, Phillip Miller, 
a Gainesville merchant. The elder Miller, who died nine years ago, 
then owned and operated a combination drug store and stationery 
store in Gainesville, a popular rendezvous for university students. 
“While in Charlottesville the father decided to order some pennants 
and banners for the University of Florida from the Michie Company, 
which was engaged in the manufacture of such items. The Millers 
went to the firm, where they were shown samples of pennants which 
featured the Yale bulldog, the Princeton tiger and other school 
emblems. When the manager asked for Florida’s emblem, the Millers 
realized the new school had none. 


“Austin Miller said the name ‘Alligators’ occurred to him as a 
suitable emblem, both because the Michie manager said no other 
school had adopted it and because the alligator was native to this 
state. ‘I had no idea it would stick, or even be popular with the 
student body,’ Miller said. ‘We wanted to get the Michie firm started 
on the pennants as quickly as possible, though, so they would be 
available in time for the opening of the 1908 school term.’ 

“The Michie manager complicated the ‘christening’ when he told 
young Miller he’d never seen an alligator and didn’t believe he could 
design one. The law student volunteered to find a suitable picture of 
a ’gator. After much search, he said, he located a picture of one in the 
library of the University of Virginia. 

“The first appearance of the alligator emblem, Miller recalled, 
was in his father’s Gainesville store in 1908. The Michie firm had 
supplied ‘Miller’s’ with blue banners measuring six by three feet, 
showing a large orange alligator, and also with several different 
types of smaller banners and pennants. Some of them showed the 
alligator lying down, some rampant, while others included only the 
alligator’s head. 

__ “With the first display of the new banners and pennants in Gaines- 
ville, the name ‘Alligators’ to describe the football team ‘caught on’ 
Miller recalled and, now contracted to ’Gator.”

When you arrive in Gainesville on the day of the game, you are 
invited to drop by the Sports Publicity Office, located in the south- 
west section of the new Florida Field Stadium Addition. We have type- 
writers, telephones, paper and other facilities. In using your press 
box ticket (for all decks, including movie) you will enter the elevator 
entrance, near the main gate on the west side of the stadium. Enter 
the glass doors, show the attendant your press pass, and the elevator 
operator will escort you to the proper press deck. YOU ARE URGED 
TO WEAR YOUR PRESS BOX TICKET AT ALL TIMES. 


ABOUT RADIO BROADCASTS 


Out of state stations must notify the Athletic Association of the 
visiting team (Tulane, Miss. State, Vanderbilt, Auburn, Georgia, 
Arkansas State, Florida State and Miami) of their intent to broad- 
cast and having done so must then advise Jimmy Gay, Sports Publicity 
Department, University of Florida, Gainesville, of their intent to 
broadeast in order that he may assign you to a radio booth and issue 
you your tickets. Stations should accompany their request for broad- 
cast space with an official letter designating them as the official 
broadeast representative of the visiting team. 


For stations originating broadcasts at the Stadium, the Florida 
Sports Publicity Department will provide: (1) The broadcating booth 
(or space, when booths are filled); (2) Three official game programs; 
(3) Official game statistics within a few minutes of the end of the 
half and again within a few minutes of the end of the game. 


Arrangements for the broadcasting telephone line to the stadium 
must be arranged by the station with the telephone company or 
A. T. & T. A Florida spotter, provided you request one early enough 
for us to make such arrangements, will be provided with the under- 
standing that the station will pay the spotter $10.00. 
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A rousing cheer is given the University of Florida’s newly acquired 
official mascot, Albert.

Vital statistics place Albert’s age at 35 years, he is ten feet long, 
weighs 400 pounds, but consumes a mere ten pounds of meat per 
week. His value is placed at more than $500.00 by Herpetologist 
Ross Allen of Silver Springs.
